IA ſenſible that, in ſpeaking either of the ab- 
folute or comparative Excellency of the holy Scrip- 
tures, I am led out into a large Field of Matter, too 
important to be entirely paſſed over in Silence, and 
too copious to admit a diſtinct and juſt Conſidera- 
tion. It is ſufficient to my preſent Purpoſe to ob- 
ſerve in a general View, that all, that is moſt inte- 
reſting to us, is comprehended in this compendious 
Character, that they are able tu made ut wife unto Sal- 
vation, through Faith which is in Chriſt Jeſus. This is 
their diſtinguiſhing, and in a great degree their in- 


communicable Character; ſuch as admits no Com- 


pariſon, and tranſcends all Praiſe. Let us apply to 
ourſelves the practical Inference ariſing from this 


Conſideration: vis: That in proportion to the Im- 


portance of the Object, our Obligation to a ſuitable 
Attention and Study takes place; ſince Gop hath 
cauſed theſe holy Scriptures to be written for our 
Learning, we are obliged, in Point of Duty as well

the Grounds of our Religion, 10 ſearch the Scriptures 
whether" theſe Things are ſo. By theſe Means was the 
Reformation of — Church brought about, and by 
the ſame Means will its Purity ever be preſerved. It 


is well known, that in fact as our People began to 


ſtudy their Bibles, and accordingly as Chriſtianity 
began to be better underſtood, fo in proportion that 
Scheme of corrupted Religion, authorized by the 
Church of Rome, as it could no longer ſtand the T eſt, 


Inventions of fallible ſallacious Men, were confuted 
by ſolid Argument, and aboliſhed by public Autho- 
ry, and a general Reformation took place. 


ON the other Hand, in what manner did our 
Adverſaries proceed? Theſe Children of this World 
ſhewed themſelves to be iſe in their Generation: they 


were apprehenſive of the Danger which threatened 
their corrupt Syſtem : they ſaw the Neceſſity of keep- - 


ing their People in Ignorance for their own Secu- 


rity : theſe Scribes and Phariſees, having held a Con-

duſtriouſiy diſcourage. For certain it is, that Popery 
hath all along gained, and probably will ever he 
gal ning ground among our People, in proportion to 


their ignorance of divine Revelation and true Chriſ- 


tian Principles, and that general Depravity of Man- 
ners which neceſſarily ariſes from that Ignorance. 


The Study of the holy Scriptures, the Knowledge of 


true Chriſtianity, is the beſt Preſervative 


againſt this 


_ Miſchief : the well- inſtructed Cbriſtian can never be 


a Papiſt. But where there is neither Chriſtian Prin- 
ciple nor Practice learned from holy Writ, Popery 
or any other corrupt Scheme may take place. And 
in fact, the Tranſition from Profaneneſs and Irreh- 
gion to Bigotry and Superſtition, has ever been found 
moſt eaſy and natural. The very Notion of a Refer- 
mation implies a Character of Purity; without this 


the abuſed Name of Proteftant will ſtand in no ſtead, 
but to upbraid the Inconfiſtency of its Profeſſors. 


Do we then condemn the Church of Rome for deny- 
ing the free Uſe of the Scriptures to the People ? and 


do we glory in this our Privilege of a free uninter- 
| rupted 
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rupted — to the lively Otacles of Gop ?- Let us 
preſs this Reflection home on our Minds, and purſue 
its practical Influences, and let us: beware that our 


Behaviour does not cuntradict our Profeſſins. Our 
Oppoſition to Popery ſhould be founded in the Know- 


ledge of original Chriſtianity : in vain have we our 


Bibles in our Hands, if we do not apply our Hearts 


to ſtudy and underſtand them. Such Ignorance. is 
really a Piſgrace to the Prateſtant Name. In vain do 
we declaim againſt the Hardſhip impoſed on the Peo- 
ple by arbitrary Power in the Church of Rome, while 
we voluntarily admit that Fault of which we com- 
plain 3 and through Wantonneſs and wilful Negli- 
gence deprive aurſelves of thoſe Benefits for whigh 
ve profeſs the higheſt Eſteem. | How then comes dt 
to paſs that we are ſo apt to neglect the Cultivation 
of that Branch of Knowledge, which by way of Emi-

\ tures? This is far from being the Caſes. what is ne- 
ceſſary to be known by all, is plain and obvious to 
ordinary Capacities. Yea, perhaps that very Reaſon, 
which ſhould encourage our Application, produces a 
quite different Effect, and rather leads us to diſre- 
gard and poſtpone the Reading our Bibles, as being 
a Matter always at hand, lying open and attainable 
at any Time.

On the whole, leſs is required of them than of others;

Theſe are 
advantageous Circumſtances, peculiar to their Con- 
dition and Situation in Life, which may and ought 
to be improved by their Directors to the beſt Pur- 
poſes. 


I x xow many Exceptions have been made againſt 
this Scheme of early Inſtruction, as being needleſs 


and fruitleſs ; and among theſe, the ſuppoſed Inca- 


pacity of Children for this Purpoſe hath been ſug- 


geſted, but without ſufficient Grounds. For in truth, 
their intellectual Faculties will be generally found 
much greater than we are apt to imagine : We often 
obſerve in them a ſurprizing forwardneſs, and quick- 
neſs of Apprehenſion, with regard to what is vicious; 
and why then may they not be directed to virtuous 
Purpoſes? Why may they not, by a rightly- directed 
Care, be made ſuſceptible of religious Notices? Ex- 
perience ſhews the force of Prepoſſeſſions: The firſt 
Impreſſions on tender Minds fink deep; the Deſire 
of Knowledge 1s natural : the very Novelty is a Cir- 
cumſtance which generally recommends any Object; 
and whatever in any degree becomes pleaſing, will 
more readily engage thc Attention, and quicken the 
Operation of our Faculties in the Purſuit. And there- 
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fore the Chriſtian Teacher ſhould carefully improve 
the Capacity of the Learner, and not too long delay 
the Adminiſtration of his Inſtructions, but take the 
firſt occaſion to inſtil the moſt obvious and plain 
Principles, ſuch as are of the greateſt Importance, 
and yet ſuited to the Child's Apprehenſion. Thus, 
for Example, the Fear and Love of God, — the 
Doctrine of a preſent Providence, — Reverence for 
God's holy Word, — Belief in a Redeemer, — No- 
tions of future Rewards and Puniſhments : — Theſe, 
and ſuch like Leſſons, intermixed with moral Pre- 
cepts applicable to the ſeveral Circumſtances of Life, 
and enforced by the more obvious Reaſons for them, 
as well as the Authority of the Teacher, like the 
Seed fown in the good Ground; will take deep Root, 
and flouriſh, and bring forth much Fruit. The be- 
neficial Influence of theſe Principles will be feen in 
the whole Conrſe of their Behaviour, in an awful 
Solicitude and Fear of offending, and an habitual 
Seriouſneſs, which is the Ground- work and Prefer- 
vative of all Virtues. This is a Matter of conſidera- 
ble Importance, and calls for the timely Interpoſition 
of the Teacher, both by way of Direction and Pre- 
vention. For we find by Experience, that inquiſitive 
docile Minds will never lie quite idle and unemploy- 
ed; they will neceſſarily be gathering Notices of 


ſome kind or other; and therefore there 1s more 


than ordinary reaſon to inſtil Cbriſſian Principles be- 
times, and to ſow all the various Seeds of religious 
Know- 
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Knowledge, in order to prevent the Growth of other 
Prejudices, which, like rank Weeds, will of courſe 
ſpring up, and overſpread the uncultivated Soil. For 
indeed, with regard to Children, what are all their 
3 firſt Knowledges but ſo many Prejudices ? and how, 
3 in the-Nature of Things, can it be otherwiſe? The 
43 Aſſertion of the Teacher hath with them the Force of 
} Argument; and a ſufficient one it is, fince it is all 
that can be had. 


Bou r conſider farther, what is the neceſſary Tenden- 
cy of the Objections againſt our Scheme? If Inſtruc- 
tion in All moral and chriſtian Principles muſt be 
withheld for fear of filling the Minds of Children 
with Prejadices, it is eaſy to perceive what would be 
the unavoidable Conſequence; their Minds would be 
confirmed in the Ignorance of all that is good, by 


J not admitting the ordinary Means of Knowledge; 
4 and, ſince according to the common and neceſſary 


Workings of human Nature, ſome Prepoſſeſſions of 
a contrary kind will certainly take place; they who 
would exclude the former, do virtually admit the lat- 
ter, and in the Event become Patrons of Immorality 
and Irreligion. Now, if they would avoid this Im- 
putation, they ſhould alfo diſclaim the Principle, 
which they fee attended with ſuch Confequences. 
Upon a ſtrict Examination of the Caſe, it will be 
found that Objections of this kind prove too much, 
they virtually deſtroy themſelves: for they equally

are thus reſcued from the Diſtreſs of Poverty, the 
Diſgrace of Ignorance, and the'Temptations to Wick- 
edneſs, and now brought up in the Practice of Piety 
and Habits of Induſtry: And in conſequence of 
this, laſtly, with regard to the Public, the Intereſts 
of which in every way are beſt promoted by the Ser- 
vices of fuch uſeful Members, acting under the In- 
fluence of Chriſtian Principles.

 MeTH1Nxs the very Aſpect of this Aſſembly, the 
Appearance of ſuch Innocency, or and De- 
cency, might ſoften the moſt obdurate Heart into 
Compaſſton, might overrule and confute the Preju- 
dices of the moſt malevolent ; and to every ingenu- - 
ous Mind plead with irreſiſtible Succeſs for further 
Support 
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Support and Encouragement. Every Attempt to diſ- 
courage this Inſtitution, either by ſhew of Argu- 
* ment, or Ridicule, betrays the want of all Senſe of 
common Propriety, as well as of Religion. And 
indeed, it ſeems utterly unaccountable that in a 
Chriſtian Country any one ſhould preſume to ſpeak 
contemptuouſly of Charity Schools. Surely every School 
of Chriſtian Education, in its very Notion, conveys 
the Character of ſome Dignity and Importance. For, 
if Chriſtianity is really the greateſt Bleſſing vouch- 
ſafed to Mankind, and if our Happineſs is contained 
in the Knowledge of this moſt gracious Diſpenſa- 
tion, what higher Praiſe can be given of any Inſti- 
tution, than that of being inſtrumental to this im- 
portant Purpoſe, by applying the moſt proper means 
in order to this End? And what higher Praiſe can 
be given of any Knowledge, than that it is able 7o 
make wiſe unto Salvation? And therefore what more 


laudable Expreſſion of our Benevolence, or, to ſpeak 


more properly, of Chriſtian Charity, the Love both 
of God and Man, than that which is ſhewn in the 
preſent Inſtance ? in which at the ſame time, while 


we give Glory to Go p on high, we alſo evidence our 


good Will towards Men, by communicating at once a 
double Benefit, for the relief of Neceſſities ſpiritual, 
as well as temporal; feeding the hungry Soul with 


the Bread of Life which came down from Heaven, By 


this Act we more eſpecially approve ourſelves true 
Diſciples of Him, who was anointed 7o preach the Gyſ- 
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pel to the Poor, by making our Endeavours ſubſervient 
to this Purpoſe. This indeed was one fingular Cir- 
cumſtance by which the Propagation of Chriſtianity 
was diſtinguiſhed, viz. that the. Poor had the Goſpel 
preached to them. This our Saviour mentions among 
the Evidences given of his being the Meſſias; and 
this we may apply to ourſelves, as the Mark of his 
true Diſciples: With great Satisfaction we may look 
upon this Scheme of Piety, as a genuine Expreſſion 
of our Obedience to his Commands and Imitation of 
his Example, who on every occaſion ſhewed his good 
Will towards young Children, rebuking the uncha- 
ritableneſs of his Diſciples, who would have denied ; 
them Acceſs, and teaching them not to deſpiſe theſe i 
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| little Ones, for of ſucb is the Kingdom of God. 
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= Oy the whole; if to clothe the Naked, to give 1 
iq Eyes to the Blind, to inſtruct the Ignorant, to call 1 
| poor Children out of a State of Rudeneſs and Bar- N

i Heatheniſm into the Light and Knowledge of Chriſ- 

tt anity; to make thoſe uſeful Members of the Com- 

0 munity, who otherwiſe would become a Reproach 


and Burden; if theſe are public Benefits, if there be 
any ſenſe or praiſe of Virtue; Charity Schools will 
always ſtand intitled to public Favour and Encou- 
ragement, and their own Poſterity will approve and 
ſupport that Inſtitution, in the Benefits of which 
they will feel themſelves ſo much intereſted. 
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Wr know indeed that Offences muſt needs come; 
and that Objections may be raiſed againſt the beſt 
Inſtitutions ; and that even your Good may be evil 
ſpoken of. Chriſtianity itſelf meets with its Oppoſers: 
and, i they call the Maſter of the Houſe Beelzebub, how 
much more thoſe of his Houſhold ? — But it is not my 
Deſign or Buſineſs to enter into the Confutation of 
the different Exceptions made by unreaſonable Men, 
either againſt 'the Scheme itſelf, or the manner of 
conducting it; this Work has been already done by 
abler Hands. It is ſufficient to my preſent Purpoſe 
to obſerve in general, to the Honour of the Society 
for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, that hitherto their 
Labour hath not been in vain in the Lord. The very 
Appearances in this preſent Solemnity ſhew the good 
Effects of their Care, and ſpeak their Praiſe. Nor 
muſt it be omitted, that in other reſpects alſo they 
have verified their public Character in the moſt ex- 
tenſive and literal Senſe, by promoting Chriſtian 
Knowledge abroad as well as at home, by tranſmitting 
many thouſand Copies of the holy Scriptures, and 
other good Books, in various Languages, to diſtant 
Parts of the World : Their Sound is gone out into all 
Lands, and their Words unto the Ends of the Earth. 
The Public has felt the Benefit of their kind Offices 
in various Shapes, and all along from the Time of 
their Inſtitution, their Progreſs has been marked out 
by a Series of Effects ſuitable to the Dignity of their 


Character, 
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Chirative,.” Amidſt the general Depeivity of Man- 
ners and the Triumphs of Impiety; this Sogiety was 
providentially eſtabliſhed : and has all along, in pro- 
portion to the Extent of its Influence, proved the 
moſt effectual Means to reſtore or preſerve the Vir- 
tue of the common People in this licentious and de- 
generate Age. If Wickedneſs hath abounded among 


us, the Zeal and Charity of many pious Perſons hath 


alſo abounded, and hath heen productive of many 
good Effects, where the Eloquence of the Preacher, 
and the Power of the Magiſtrate could not avail. 
This very Proviſion of Charity Schools has proved 
the means of bringing many unto Righteouſneſs out 
of a State of Ignorance and Immorality: and accord- 


ingly, in proportion as this Work of Piety through 


the public Encouragement becomes more extenſive, 


we cannot help antieipating the Benefits of ſuch In- 
ſtruction and Diſcipline, and comſorting ourlelves 


with the hopeful * of a more virtuous Poſte- 
rity. 


Buy way of farther Motive to the Encouragement 
of this Charity, it might be remarked, that there are 
Reaſons of Civil Policy, as well as Religion, ſufficient 
to induce Perſons of all Denominations, who profeſs 
themſelves Friends to the public Welfare, to concur 
in this Point. Thoſe who are ſincete Chriſtians, 
ſtand in need of no Arguments to perſuade them to 
the Range and Practice of thoſe Principles which 

they 
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they have all along made the Rule of their own Con- 


duft. And with regard to others, with regard to 
immoral and unchriftian Men, we might venture to 
appeal to their Reflections and Feelings in this Caſe. 
Are they not ſenſible of the miſchievous Effects both 
public and pnvate, of Vices, which the Influence of 
religious Principles would have prevented? Do they 
not feel reaſon to wiſh for the Interpoſition of ſome 
better Direction and Reſtraint ?—To wiſh that their 
Children might be brought up in the Fear of the 
LoRD, that they might be made more orderly and 
ſerviceable Members of the Community? 


IN our Addreſſes to the wealthy, luxurious and 
vicious Part of the World, it can never be unſeaſon- 
able to remind them of the Opportunities they have 
of doing Good, by the proper Application of their 
Superfluities, not only by reheving the Beggar, but 
alſo by preventing the very Occaſion and Diſgrace of 
Beggary. More eſpecially in the preſent Inſtance an 
Opportunity is thrown in the way of the very worſt 
of them, by which, though they cannot without 
Amendment of their Lives gain Admittance into 
Heaven, they might on Earth make Friends of the 
Mammon of Unrighteouſneſs, and by the Praiſe of a ſmall 
well-placed Liberality, in ſome meaſure cover the 


Shame of their ill-gotten Wealth and criminal Pro- 


fuſions. This ſeems the faireſt Method by which, 


x they v continue ſuch as they are, they might yet 
| make 
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make ſome Amends to Mankind for their perſonal 
Faults, by thus becoming inſtrumental to promote 
Virtue in others, and making ſome proviſion for the 
Piety of future Generations.— And may this Charity 
avail, as far as it can, 7o cover the Multitude of Sins ! 

but in the mean time it behoves us all to remember, 
that without univerſal Holineſs no Man ſhall ſee the 


| Lord. 


 FurTHER yet, the Encouragement of theſe Cha- 
rity Schools comes more eſpecially recommended to 
us as Members of a Reformed Church. Every one, 
who profeſſeth a Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, in 


that very Profeſſion feels an additional Reaſon for his 


Zeal in this Cauſe. For, if the Knowledge of true 
Chriſtianity 1s the beſt Preſervative againſt Popery, 


and, if theſe Schools are Seminaries of Chriſtian 


Principles and Virtue, it follows that they merit and 


claim all Protection and Favour, conſidered as Means 


in order to the important Ends, of maintaining the 


Purity of the Goſpel, and Liberty Civil and Religi- 


ous. Certain it is, that the farther our common 
People are removed from Ignorance, the farther in 
proportion are they removed from the Errors of that 
Religion, which is founded in Ignorance. From @ 


Child to know the holy Scriptures, this is the Happineſs 


of a Proteſtant, this our trueſt Wiſdom, the ſureſt 


Support and Security of our common Faith. 


THEREFORE, 


—_— 
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' TazrxeroRt, laftly, with regard to Thoſe; who are 
concerned in this Labour of Love, the Supporters and 
Directors of Charity-Schools, nothing remains but 
that, together with the Praiſe of their Virtue, 1 fub- 
join an Exhortation to Perſeverance, that they be 
not weary in Well-doing, but akoays abounding in the Work 
of the Lord; being perſuaded that Gop favourably 
alloweth this charitable Work of theirs, in bringing 
Children to an early Acquaintance with his holy 


Word. Let them look up to the Father of the Faith-- 


ful ; in his Example they have a Rule for their Di- 
rection, and in his Reward a Motive for their En- 
couragement. As the Lord brought upon Abraham that 
which he had ſpoken concerning him, ſo alſo in an ordi- 
nary way will the Bleſſing. of Gop attend their Patri- 


archal Care exerted in the like Cauſe, in command- 


ing theſe their Children, as well as their own Houſe- 
holds, 70 keep the Way of the Lord, to do Juſtice and 
Judgment. 


To conclude: May the good Purpoſes of this laud- 
able Inſtitution never be diſappointed! and, whe- 
ther Paul planteth, or Apollos watereth, may Go p give 
the Increaſe of Chriſtian Knowledge and Virtue: that 
the Children educated in theſe Schools may ſhew 
forth in their Lives the Influence of Chriſtian Prin- 
ciples, growing in Wiſdom as well as Stature, and in 
Favour with God and Man.

Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 
offer. They are therefore a Society diſtinct from 
this Corporation, and known by the Name of the 
Society foz Pzomoting Chailtian Knowledge. 

THEIR principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The IRST was, to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CHARITY-SCHOOLS, in all Charity- 
Parts of the Kingdom: and that thoſe Schools might Schools 
anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- — 
ed, the Society has not been wanting in their Corre- 
ſpondence (with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend at all Times, that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed, to inure the Children of 

the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, ſo that they may

and be willing, as well as fit to be employ'd, not on-

Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Set 
of Rules for the good Order and Government of 
theſe Schools, as had been approved of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed, that the fame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes.

ANOTHER Method was todiſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed ſeveral 
Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion.

for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in 
June the — Vear, they publiſhed, An Account of 
the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed, A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extra of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 


the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 


to Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 


them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts being enforced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy ; had, through Gop's 
Blefling, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank 
and Denomination, that the Society (beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany) have been ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 


in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 


Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
dee ans Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer : and there live in a

ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the

TAE great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
ſo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
af the Society's Deſigns; that they have nothing left 
now to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500/. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter, But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending agair the Saltzburg- Colony in Georgia, 
both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 
as have Ability, and wiſh well to it. What has been 
done on this Account may be ſeen gratis by any one

and finiſhed it in 1748, by an Impreſſion of Fifteen nit 17 i 
Thouſand Copies, which they have ſince diſperſed in Language. 
the moſt prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner the 
could. But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 
Chriſtians throughout Wales, for having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly read them ; that this Impreſſion (large as ir 
was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 
that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 
ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 
their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 
the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copics; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teſtaments, and 
: as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 

This ſecond Edition allo was, by the Bleſſing of Gop, 
happily finiſhed, and is diſtributing with ſuch Suc- 
ceſs, that the Society ſee more and more Reaſon for 
keeping it {till in their View to provide ſuch a Fond «+ 
as will enable them at all Times hereafter to furniſh 
the poor Inhabitants of that Country, with the Bleſ- 
ſing of the Holy Scriptures in their own Language, 
at an eaſier Expence than thoſe of England enjoy it; a 
Bleſſing that ſeems to them the ſtrongeſt human Bar- 
rier againſt the Attacks of Infidelity, Popery, or Enthu- 
fiaſm. The Society therefore have it at Heart, and 
will be ready to forward a third Impreſſion ſo ſoon 
as it ſhall appear neceſſary: and they be enabled to un- 
dertake it. In the mean Time, they doubt not but 
the ſame good Spirit and gracious Providence of Gop, 
which hath ſo greatly proſpered them in this their 
Chriſtian and Proteſtant Undertaking, will not fail to 
raiſe up Benefactors to ſupply whatever Money ſhall be

As to the Care the Society have 
taken in diſtributing the Impreſſions already made, it 
will appear by a Letter to their Members in Wales, 
in the Appendix No VI. — And as to the Fund they 
have in view to provide for a perpetuating of this 
Charity, their Committee for Receipts and Payments 
are preparing, as faſt as they can, a particular Ac- 
count of all Subſcriptions, Benefactions, Receipts and 
Diſburſements towards it from the Beginning; which 
Account, when finiſhed, will be laid before ſuch a 
Committee as ſhall be then appointed to audit it. The 
whole State whereof will be afterwards communicated 
to their Members, and the Public, in ſuch Manner as 
ſhall be thought moſt adviſeable. 

Bo T before concluding this general Account, it 
may not be improper to mention three very conſi- 
derable and ſtanding Benefactions to this Society. 


1. THE firſt is, a moſt generous Legacy of Four 
Thouſand Pounds, which was left to them by Mrs 
Elizabeth Palmer in 1728, and is ſtill preſerved en- 
tire in the Publick Funds; the Intereſt of it only 
being from year to year applied to ſuch Branches of 
their Deſigns as moſt need it. 


2. Tux ſecond is a free Gift in the Year 1734, by 
Mr Edwin Belke, a Gentleman of Kent, deceaſed ; 
who having conſidered the good Effects of forming 
Religious Societies in divers Parts of the Kingdom, 
as alſo of diſtributing religious and good Books, has 
(in order to make the beſt and moſt laſting Proviſion 
he could for theſe Purpoſes) executed a Conveyance 
by Leaſe and Releaſe, of Ten Acres of Land in Rom- 
ney Marſh in Kent, to Five Members of the Society 
for Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, their Heirs and 


Aſſigns for ever, and has likewiſe transferred to the

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ſame Gentlemen 1050/. New South Sea Annuities, to 
be veſted in a Purchaſe of Freehold Land, as foon as 
may be, the better to perpetuate the Truſts declared 
by another Deed, executed by the ſaid Benefactor, 
towards defraying the Expence of diſtributing Bi- 
bles, New Teſtaments, and other Religious Books, 
under the Inſpection of the Society. 
Tux ſame Gentleman did alſo in the Vear 1737 
execute another Deed to the Five Members above- 
mentioned, for conveying to them, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns for ever, Eighty Pounds New South Sea An- 
nuities; the Dividends whereof are to be laid out 
from time to time (at the Direction of the Society) 
in Books for propagating the Chriſtian Religion in 
the Eaſt-Indies, or other Parts of the World; which 
Annuity Stock is alſo to be veſted, as ſoon as may be, 
in a Purchaſe of Freebold Land, the better to per- 
petuate the Truſt. Both which Settlements were 
confirmed by his Will. 


3. Tux laſt is a Legacy of the Reverend Doctor Rev. Dr Cor 
Carter deceaſed, late Vice-Provoſt of Eaton, whoſe “ Legacy 


Executors (beſides the Payment of 4361. 3s. 9:d. in 
Money) have alſo transferred to the Society 295; /. 
55. 114d. in New South Sea Annuities, and 110/, 
in Bank Stock. The former of theſe Articles has 
been ſince made up 3oo/. and the latter 2001. for a 
Fund to anſwer, by the Annual Intereſt thereof, the 
Uſes directed by the Teſtator's Will, particularly
